Clean Bill Of Health For

Petroleum Industry 


No Need For Government Interference 
Should Bring Free Flow Of Capital Into The Province

Edmonton, Alta. June 20— ‘he long 
expected, and costly in taxes to the 
people, findings of the royal commis- 
sion on the oil industry has come to 
light at last. Comprising 528 type 
written pages, the report of the Mc- 
Gillivray Royal Commission which 
spent approximately two years exam- 
ining closely into every phase of the 
oil industry in Alberta was made 
wvailable to the public Friday. It is 
dated April 17, 1940. 


Great interest attaches to the re- 
port for two reasons, The first that the 
investigation was so long and so thor- 
ough— in fact it was a longer and 
more thorough investigation than has 
ever been made of the oil industry in 
Canada and probably of any other in- 
dustry in Canada. The second point is 
that the commission had the benefit ot 
the most expert evidence that has 
ever been available to such a _ body. 
There was for instance Dr J. W. Frey, 
pre-eminent among petroleum experts 
of the world, Dr G. Granger Brown, 
who is reputed to be one of the world’s 
outstanding authorities on oil refining, 
together with numerous eminent ex- 
perts on production, transportation, 
etc., and a galaxy of experienced, 
practical men who were examined 
closely on every phase of operations. 

In the light of these circumstances, 
great weight will undoubtedly be giv- 
en the report, and if the government 
ao desires it can use it as an instru- 
ment whereby the industry can be left 
free to develop for the benefit of the 
province and the consumers of petrol- 
eum. The report finds that the petrol- 
eum industry in Alberta is efficient, 
that it is free from any policies or 
practices adverse to the public inter- 
est, and it recommends emphatically 
against any government interference 
by the exercise of mandatory powers. 


The price paid for petroleum at the 
well in Turner Valley which has been 
the subject of considerable discussion 
is found to be a fair price which is not 
fixed whimsically or arbitrarily but 
by the influence of conditions in the 
worlds’ oil markets. The report re- 
commends that the 5 & one-half cents 
per barrel reduction in the pipe line 
rate from Turner Valley to Calgary 
and the two and ne-half cents reduc- 
tion in loading charges, which were 
enforced by the Public Utilities Com- 
mission last July on the recommenda: 
tion of the McGillivray royal commis- 
sion in its report on the pipe line sit- 
uation should go to the producer in 
Turner Valley. This would bring the 
price from $1.20 as now prevails to 
$1.28 per barrel and on the 1939 vol- 
ume of production would mean an in- 
creased revenue for producers of 
$580,000 which would be a great in- 
centive to further development of the 
industry and further the search tor 
oil in Alberta, 

The commission considers there is 
No likelihood of construction of a pipe 
line from Alberta to the Great Lakes 
until farger oil Teserves are proven 
and finds that the only real hope for 
material extension of the Turner Val- 
ley market lies in reduced transporta- 
tion rates out of refineries in Saskat- 
ihewan which use Turner Valley ail to 
points In Manitoba, 

In determining whether prices of 
petrqleum products to the consumer 
in Alberta are fair and reasonable, the 
commission took the operatins of the 
largest companies operating in the 
province and it found that it is not 
possible to determine the cost of pro- 
du¢ging any one product of petroleum 
aby more than it is possible to deter- 
mine the exact cost of the product of 
any other attractive industry; it found, 
however, that the competition between 
refiners ig real and is a safeguard ag- 
ainst unreasonably high prices and 
that the return on capital earned by 
such companies as the Imperial Oil in 
1938 was not so high as to indicate 
the need for reduction in’ tank car 
prices, 

in view of the long investigation in- 
to duplication of retail service stations 
and wholesale bulk stations, and the 
opinion prevailing in some sections 
that these add to the cost of petroleum 
products, the conclusion of the com- 
mission in this connection are of par- 
ticular interest. The report says— 
“We are content to say that those 
who are alarmed at what would seem 


to be uneconomic marketing practices 


would probably be the first to deplore 
the lack of service and convenience, 
and would decry the freezing of com- 
petition by rigidity of control.” ‘ihe 
commission finds that cnly a mine 
fraction of a cent would possibly be 
saved by elimination of bulk stations 
and this saving would be at the danger 
of supplies being inadequate in rush 
seasons, 

With regard to retail service stat- 
ions, teh commission reports that the 
expense incurred in this connection is 
negligible when examined in the light 
of all marketing costs and that the 
prices charged by the wholesaler can- 
not be said to be materially affected 
by serviie station duplication. It 
recommends against any procedure to 
try to limit or reduce the number of 
stations through government  inter- 
vention on the ground that it would 
not be practicable and that if cone ar- 
bitrarily it would tend toward forotit 
ism and monopoly, 

Considerable space is given to e&x- 
pression of the commission's views ag- 
ainst any mandatory control] or inter- 
ference with the industry. The report 
says, “We repeat for the sake ol! 
clarity and emphasis, “that which we 
have before said, that no case has 
been made out for government inter- 
vention in Alberta in any branch of 
the petroleum industry.” 

One revelation as to how the price 
of gasoline might be reduced to the 
consumer is set forth in the report. It 
is that the gasoline tax could be re- 
duced, 

The report is in fact and effect a 

clean bill of health for the petroleum 
industry in Alberta and provided the 
government will be guided by its find- 
ings, a free flow of capital into the 
province for the development of its 
important oil resources, which would 
benefit all classes of the community, 
may reasonably be expected.

SUMMERFALLOWING @@@ 


The season for summerfallowing is 
here, Because the most important fac- 
tor which limits the yield of all crops 
is moisture, summerfallowing is usual- 
ly pertormed in order to conserve ex- 
tra moisture in the soil for next year's 
crop. 

Now the records show that the best 
rains fall during the month of June, 
and often early in June. It is import- 
ant, therefore, that summerfallowing 
should be done as early as possible in 
June, for the simple reason that much 
of the rain which falls on a field be- 
fore it 1s summertallowed is lost by 
evaporation into the hot air when the 
soil is turned up during the operaticn 
of ploughing or cultivating. 

Keeping in mind teh importance ot 
conserving moisture in the seil, it is 
obvious that the less the summerfal 
low is disturbed after teh first plough- 
ing or cultivating, the more moisture 
is liely to be conserved, and so the 
higher the crop yield will be the next 
year, 

Naturally, of course, sufficient cul- 
tivation must be done during the sea- 
son to keep down any heavy growth of 
weeds, for tall weeds will certainly 
steal a great deal if not all the moi- 
sture that the summerfallow has con- 
served,
